Two-way television is now an actual­ 
ity, from an experim ental standpoint. 
fi lle Am erican Telephone and Telegraph 
Company demonstrated recently in New 
Yo rk C ity a system of two-way television 
to supplement two-way telephone con­ 
versations, thus perm itting the talking 
parties to see as well as hear each other. 
Above at the left is an interior of a 
booth used in the demonstration. 
In the 
lower part of the opening is an image 
of the person at the distant end of the 
wire. 
From a point above it, the scan­ 
ning beam is directed on the face of the 
speaker and the reflected light is picked 
up by photo-electric cells visible through 
Hie glass plates at the sides and top. 
The microphone and loud speakers are 
shielded by a screen.

(seated ), president of the A. T. and T. 
Co., ready for his first television-tele- 
phone conversation, receives 
technical
